HERE I INCIDENTAL PROTECTION 


But Consumers Wiil Get Consider- 
| able Relief in the Free List. 


Necessaries Should Be Cheaoer. 


Washmetton, Noveinber 27.—(Special.)— 
The promise of the platform adopted by tue 
democratic party at Obicago is redeemed 
in the tarifi bill completed aud given to 
the public today. It is drawn on the lines 
of tariff for revenue only. ‘There is not a 
live, wor or avilable in it which leoks in 
the direction of MelISinleyism or “protec- 
tion for the sake of protection.” Whatever 
of protective features is left in the bill is 
of a purely incidental and constitutional 
gharacter. ‘Lhe bj}! is devised to raise rev- 
enue for the government, not to swell the 
revenues of a favored and paupered class 
at the expense of all the rest of the people. 
Nhe free jist is considerably extended, but 
if is not so munch in the mere extension of 
this list as in the character of the articles 
aided that the innovations appear bold. 

To generalize, it 
entering into manufactures on 
free lits. Coal, iron, ore, tiuber,. tin 
block tin, copper ore and some other ar- 
tivies entering largely into manhufactur- 
jug are untaxed.

And where articles such 
wy clothing, carpets, cotton goods, ete., 
have remained dutiable the duty has been 
greatly reduced. ‘The aim has been where 
duties were removed to make them low on 
the cheaper grades and highest on the 
more expensive articles. Thus, for in- 
stance, on maftufactured wool no duty is 
left hicher than 45 per cert and that only 
on ready-made garments, the average being 
below 40 per cent. | - 
Law Daty on Woolens. 

The cheaper quality of blankets and 
favnels are Off taxed 25 per cent, and the 
lower grades of carpets 20 per cent. The 
idea as to thg woolen schedule is gradually 
to reduce the tax until in -five years it will 
amount only tS 40 per cent as the highest 
tax with the average about 30.

The bill is well reeeived dere by demo- 
crats, except in a few cases, where the 
toes of local iiuterests are regardei as 
having been trodded upon.

The bill reduces the duty Ooh an average 
froin 00 to 60 per cent, On carpets it is 
the samie way. On axminster. moqguette 
and cheniile carpets, Woven for rouims. ori- 
ental and like rugs. the duty is 30 per cent. 
Under the MeWinley law it Was equivalent 
to ov per cent. On Saxony, Wilton and 
Tournay velvet carpets the duty in the bill 
. is oV per cent. The McKinley duty was 
equivalent to GY per cent. On Brussels 
“arpets the duty is 25 per cent: the Me- 
INinley duty was equivalent to SV per cent. 
Oni velvet tupestry and velvet carpets (com- 
mou carpets), the duty is 25 per cent: the 
McKinley duty is equivalent to 74 per cent.

‘The reductions are considera- 
ble all along the line. It must be remem- 
bered that the Melsjuley law itself enlarged 
the free list, whila at the same time it 
Jargely increased taxation. It was ecun- 
ningly devised in this regard, and its ad- 
vocates have defended it°at times on the 
singular ground, consideriug it was a pro- 
tective measure distinctly instead of be 
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measure, that it had greatly increased the 
free list. 

The general estimate from the increase 
of the free list from the reduction of du- 
ties on what remains dutiable is that the 
new bill would cause a falling off in the rev- 
enues of the government of some forty or 
fifty millions. This based, of course, 
on the positive loss that will follow from 
placing articles on the free list and from 
estimated losses which will cnsue from 
reductions in case importation is not stim- 
ulated by lower duties. Should importa- 
tions be greatly stimulated the result 
might wed be au increase of revenue. 
Should there be a falling off it would be 
necessaty to make up the deficit in some 
other way. What that way wil: be has 
not been determined. There are no internal 
revenue features incorporated in this bill, 
as wus thought at one time would be the 
case, 

The idea of taxing individual incomes 
above $4,000 appears to be abandoned, 
though it is still contemplated to tax thos¢ 
flowing from rents, corporations, inheri- 
tance and the like. When it will be intro- 
duced has not been determined. It is 
thought the present bill can hardly be gotten 
through the house until after the holidays. 
The senate, of course, wil) consider it at 
length in committee and still longer in open 
senate. There is no reason to doubt the 
ultimate passage through that body.

STATEMENT OF CHAIRMAN WILSCN 


In Presenting the Bill After Months of Pa- 
tient Toll. 

Washington, November 27.—Chairman 
Wilson has issued the following statement 
in regard to the bil 

“The democratic members of the com- 
mittee on ways and means have felt as 
none others could feel the momentious re- 
sponsibility resting upon them, and the mag- 
nitude, difficulty and delieacy of the duty 
assigned them of framing a tariff bill for 
a nation of seventy millions of people. The 
bili they were called on to reform is a 
vast and labyrinthian system of class tax- 
ation, the cuf‘mination of thirty years’ con- 
trol of the taxing powers by a few great 
interests, gathering ipto their train a host 
of petty toll gathering. It was carefully 
framed to prevent, as far as possible, what 
its author called “any monkeying with the 
tariff,” by which he meant any successful 
effort of the people to undo, or to lessen 
the bounties which its beneficiaries were 
permitted to write therein, in their own 
words, of their own figures. It transferred 
to the free list proper and faithful revenue 
articles where most of the taxes paid by 
the people were received by the govern- 
ment and greatly increased rates on these 
articles, where ali, are most of the taxes 
paid by the people, went into private cof- 
fers. And it was bolstered up by many 
defenses, chief umong which are 
a swept and garnished treasury 
and a swollen and colossal scale 
of permanent expenditures. Such are the 
conditions that confronted us at the thresh- 
hold of our work. ' 

“The committee has welcomed informa- 
tion and counsel from every trustworthy 
source, and while they do not expect their 
bill to eseape just crificism in all of its de- 
tails, they do present it to the country as 
the result of months of patient, anxious 
toil and of an honest desire to discharge 
their duty, urged of all taint of local and 
personal favoritism or prejudice. Its main 
features are two: First, the adoption, 
wherever it seemed practicable, of ad 
valorem instead of specific duties. Sec- 
ondly, the freeing from taxes of those great 
materials of industry that lie at the basis 
of production. 

Spcreitic Kates Objectionable. 

“Specific rates of duty are objectionable 
for these reusous. 

“They frequently conceal a rate of taxa- 
tion tov ebormous to be submitted to, if 
exposed in ad valorem terms, as the duty 
of 8 cents per hundred pounds on salt in 
bulk, Which amounts to over SO per cent 
on a common necessity of life. ‘Chey al- 
ways bear heavily on the common articles 
used by the masses and lightly ou the ex- 
pensive articles cousumed by the rich, as 
“a tax of $30 on all houses would be lit- 
tle or nothing on the great mansion and 
very high on the humble home. And con- 
trary to common belief, specific duties lead 
to greater frauds in administration, for 
counting and weighing at the custom house 
are dove by. the cheapest and most easily 
corrupted labor, while ad valorem rates are 
assessed by the best paid and most respun- 
sible appraisers. 

“The ad valorem system has worked well 
in practice apd is essentially the fair sys- 
tem, because it is a tax upon the actual 
value of an article and was decaared by 
Mr. Clay himself to be in theory, and in 
aecordauce to every sound principle of jus- 
tice. entitled to the preference and viudi- 
cated by Jong trial. 

“Tbe boldest innovation of the biil is its 
large free list of the raw matemals. Taxes 
upon productions are double wrougs. ‘They 
guther and cumulate on the consumers of 
the product. hey hurt labor by narrowing 
the market for what it preduces. Cvoal 
and iron are the functions of modern jn- 
dustry. Material progress is measured by 
the amourt of their consumption. No other 
country can supply them as abundantly or 
us cheaply as we ear. No possible compe- 
tition can interfere with our own producers, 
Remoteness from the sources of supply is, 
in itself, enough disadvantage to any sec- 
tion of the eountry, without further bur- 
dens in turiff taxes. 

“Uutaxed ores, coal, Jumber, wool and 
other things must immensely stimulate 
productions in certain parts of our country. 
Che thin edge of American manufacturers 
has entered every country. With releases 
from taxes on their materials, there is no fim- 
it to the growth of our foreign trade. "This 
will more than compensate the home. pro- 
ducers of raw material, who-—-tariff or no 
tarnif—control all the interior of the country 
from any apprehended loss of markets any- 
where adong the seaboard. Its incaleulable 
advaniage to jabor is apparent. In every 
great line of manufacturers we can produce 
in six months to nine months enough for 
our bome market. We can get rid of our 
surplus only by foreign trade. As long as 
we have taxes on materials of industry, we 
enpnet build up that trade, hence the otber 
alternative, trusts to keep down production 
tv the home market. 

“he workingman can see whether his 
interests are with a system that represses 
production and robs him of employment, 
or with a system that gives natural and 
healthy play to production and emanci- 
pates him from trusts and like combina- 
tions of capital 

“As to details of the bill I wil) briefly 
recapitulate the salient changes of the sev- 
eral schedules in the chemistry schedule. 
We have transferred to the free list quite 
a number of articies used in manufacturing. 
The most important is sulphuric acid, one of 
the commodities of all cheimical industry. 
The duty on castor oil is reduced from 38 
to BD cents per gallon, and the duty on 
linseed oil, which was revised to 35 cents 
by the conference committee of the Me- 
Ininley bill, after each house had openly 
voted for a lower duty, we put at 15 cents 
a gallon. Vig lead is reduced from 2 to 
L cent a pound. Lead paints are conspic- 
uousty reduced. The McKinley bill 
creased the duty on opium prepared for 
smoking to $12 a pound in the vain hope 
of lessening its importation. The custom 
house officers on the Pacific coast declare 
his increase of duty has simply placed in 

hands of smugglers the bringing of 
a to the demoralization of the custom 
and the loss of over half a million

“Pig iron we reduce from 62.2 per ton 
Which is from 50 to 9U per cent to a ull 
form duty of 22 1-2, a rate somewhat 
higher proportioned than the rest of the 
schedule because of cheap freight rates 
on foreign pig, dt being a favorite freight 
on westward voyages. Steel rails we re- 
duce from 13.44 per ton, now 75 per cent, 
to 25 per cent.

It is 
believed to be the most productive revenue 
rate and is higher than the law of 1863. 

“Live animals are put at 20 per cent. 
Barley is reduced from 30 cents per bushel 
to 20 per cent, which is 12 cents. Bread- 
stuffs, of which we are immense exporters, 
are made free, except when exported from 
countries putting a duty on our like 
products, in which case it is 20 per cent. 
Vegetables, fruits, eggs and like food 
products are untaxed for the benefit of our 
own consumers, largely the working people 
of the cities. Salt in bulk is free. In: pack- 
ages, the salt is free, but the covering 
dutiable at rates prescribed for like 
articles. 

“The tariff on spirits is put at double the 
internal revenue rites on like spirits, and 
a slight reduction is made on stilled wines, 
malt liquors, ginger ale and like beverages 
in the interest of increased revenue. The 
duty on sparkling wines is likewise slight- 
ly reduced for the same reason that on 
champagne being put at ST ver dozen 
quarts as against $8 in the McKinley bill 
and $6 in the law of 1885. 

Cotton and Wool Manulactures. 


“Tn cotton manufactures substantial re- 
ductions are made, especially ou cheap 
cloths and prints, and the existing system 
of taxing by count of thread in the square 
inch is retained. Hemp and flax are wade 
free: dressed line of hemp and flax, 1 cent 
and 11-2 cents, respectively. Burlaps and 
eotton and grain- bagging are put. at 
15 per cent, but when imported for cover- 
ing of articles to be exported are duty free, 

“Wool is made free. This takes the stilts 
from under woolen manufacturers and’ be- 
vets the hope that they may recover from 
the languishing condition in which «they 
have been for a quarter ofta century, and 
that we may get woolen goods at reasonable 
rates instend of at duties that on the com- 
mon grades frequently reach 100 per cent, 
and in eases two or three times that merci- 
less figure. 
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THE BILL MADE PUBLIC. 
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Even Democisatic Meutbers Surprisep at the 
sharp Reductions. 

Washington, November .~The new 
tariff bill was given out to the public and 
its provisions fulfilled every expectation<of 
those who have predicted that it would be 
nu radical measure of the reform. In many 
respects it is a surprise even to the demmo- 
eratic members of congress, as it is un- 
precedented in many of its provisions. 

The free list of that liberal scope 
sufficient to satisfy the most radical advo- 
eates of reform and the repudiation of 
the principle of reciprocity, which has 
been the pride of the republicans and the 
bete noir of the democrats for a number of 
vears, is decisive and emphatic. Thus 
the tariff bill, in addition to the reforms it 
makes in the customs laws, will neves- 
sitate an immediate readjustment of 
treaties with those South American coun- 
tries which enjoy practical or theoretical 
reciprocity with the great American repub- 
lic of the northern hemisphere, 

The bounty on sugar, which was to be 
sO promptly repealed is instead repealed 
by easy gradations and will not reach its 
conclusive effect until after the end of the 
present century. 

The committee met at 11 o’clock and, 
after the roM™ cali, Chairman Wilson at 
onee laid the bill before the entire commit- 
tee. On and after the Ist of March, 
18904, the following articles are to be added 
to the free list:

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THE TRIAL OF MITCHELL 


For the Killing of Noel ©. Dyer at Roanoke, 
Virginin. 

lioanoke, Va., November 27.—D. H.

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A gentleman who Sat on the seat beside 
Blarry Hill on that mysterious aud hasty 
journey between Atlanta and Chattanouga 
Just Friday afternoon js justly entitled to 
ti place among the hewspuper celebrities 
of this week. This gentleman has been 
found by Chief of Police F. W. Hill, of 
Chattanooga, and he says that Harry en- 
joyed the trip splendidly. 

When Harry left Atlanta his luxurious 
mature, which had necessarily been kept 
in abeyance during his imprisonment, 25- 
peried itself and he took a berth in the 
sleeper. He lay back comfortably on the 
juxurious seat and serenely contemplated 
the whirling landscape. 

He patronized the buffet and beguiled 
the journey with other things than fra- 
grant cigarros. He was not the least bit 
pwervous, and had no hesitancy in speak- 
jng of his destingtion and his future plans. 
ile said he Wis going to Cincinnati, but 
did not speak of his plans aficer reaching 
that city. 

Harry was not caught in Chattanooga 
for the reason that he did not co into the 
central depot. The Western and Atlantic 
connects with the (Wueen unui Crescent a 
few miles out of Chattanooga at Boyce 
Station, and here Harry got on the train 
to Cmmcinnati. A detective was waiting for 
him at the union depot. But it is probable 
that be would not have been caught if he 
had ridden into the heart of the city, as 
the telegram received by the Chattanvoga 
police contained no description of him.

Henry Jenkins, a lanky black negro, has 
started “’round the mountain” in the local 
plaraseology of the Degrocs. Yesterday 
morning he started and conducted a sAvely 
cutting affray on his own account, and 
when he stopped he had stabbed two peo- 
ple bad enough to have himself bound over 
to the superior court for stabbing. 

It seems that Jenkins’s actions were 
Without excuse. He went to a house on 
Butler street and engaged in a quarrel 
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Avith a negro by the name of Max Small. 


He drew his knife and stabbed Small in 
the thigh, imtlicang a painful wound. He 
then turned his attention to a negro wo- 
mun in the house, who uttempted to remon- 
strate with him. He was arrested by Pat- 
rolman Dukes and bound ever by the re- 
corder, 
They Were Fined. 

J. J. and M. M. Blackstock, the two 
brothers arrested for creating such a live- 
ly disturbance on Marietta street Satur- 
day afternoon, were tried in police court 
yesterday afternoon and fined $25 and costs 
each. The gentleman who was bitten on 
the cheek by one of the young men said 
he had no desire to prosecute the case. 

The two young men said it was the first 
time they had ever had any trouble and 
asked the recorder to deal lightly with 
them. Sergeant Ozburn requested that 
the case made against Bill Sutton for 
interfering with the officers while the ar- 
rests were being made be dismissed, as he 
had found that Sutton had notbin,; to do 
with the interference.

ON KS WAY HOME. 


Where He Attempted to Kill Himself After 
Having Shot Hia Sweetheart. 

Sheriff Tomlin, of Moore county, Colo- 
radlo, passed throvgh the city vesterday, 
having with him a young man who is 
wanted at Ernande, in that state, for 
murder. 

John K. Long was the name of the 
prisoiier, and the offense which he js be- 
inz taken hack to Colorado was a few 
years ugo Uw sensational story of the 
west. 

Five Vveurs Long was one of the 
Premising and successful young business 
men of Ernande, Cel, and hell the respect 
and esteem of all of the people, not only of 
the town. but of the county in which he 
lived. Neur the town was the home of 
George Dorman, one of the oldest and 
best known ranchmen of the state. Mr. 
Dorman went to Colorado years ago and 
settled a claim which turned out to be on 
one of the best and most desirable pieces 
of property in the state. He was a quiet, 
peaceable man, and was the head of a 
large family, every one of whom has, 
like the head of the family, shown thrift 
and = = prosperity. Among his children 
‘was a daughter of seventeen, who was said 
to be one of the most beautiful and charm- 
ing young women of the state. Long was 
one of the young men of the eounty who 
Was captivated by the charms of Miss 
Dorman, and to her he paid assiduous 
court. But, for some reason, the young 
lady was not pleased with the attentions 
of Long, and she was not slow in letting 
him know it. Loug's love took a turn of 
desperation, and one evening, about 
eighteen months ago, he called upon the 
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| young lady, who was at the time visiting 


a frend, and, when alone with her, shot 
her to death, and‘then attempted to kill 
himself. The shooting caused quite a sen- 
sation at the time, and for a while Long's 
life hung in the balance. He was closely 
watched during the time, and was not 
carried to jail until he was out of danger. 
Then, after he was in jail about two 
mouths, he managed to escape, and has 
at large ever since. until last week 
When he was captured near Tampa, Fia. 
Immediately after his arrest the sheriff 
of the county in which the offense was 
committed notified, and he at once 
went to Florida for the prisoner. Yester- 
day the sheriff and the prisoner passed 
through Atlanta en route to Ernande, Col., 
where he will’ be placed in jail to await 
his trial for murder. 

Long is a young, good-looking fellow, and 
is a man of some education. His parents 
are living yet, and are highly respected 
citizens of Wadesville, N. Y. Long takes 
lis arrest very coolly, and says he does not 
cure how it all ends,

livery. Matters were arranged some years 
ago between the Western and Atlantic 
and the other roads so that the use of the 
Western and Atlantic’s tracks were al- 
lowed to the less fortunate roads for a 
certain sum per car trackage. 

In the instance of trackage charges the 
rate was not very high, only $1 a car. 
The car was hauled upon the sidetracks 
by the engines of the Western and At- 
lantic in most instances. The traffic in 
freight of the road contralled by General 
Manager Thomas began to fall off to 
no small extent and it was to be doubted 
if there was not a general cut in rates 
by the roads. At any rate Manager 
Thomas was of this mind, and after con- 
sidering it, notified the roads holding track- 
age privileges that he intended to with- 
draw these after December Ist. A meet- 
ing was immediately called for the 20th of 
this month, but was postponed ‘until today, 
when the eutire business will probably be 
disposed of. 

What Commissioner StahIman Hasto Stay. 

“There will probably be ten or twelve 
representatives of the various roads 
present at the meeting tomorrow,” said 
Commissioner Stuhlman to a Constitution 
reporter. “I do not think, to speak frank- 
ly, that free delivery will be restored. It 
would be an additional expense to the 
roads and would mean a loss of probably 
S100,000 a year. ‘To reinauvgurate it here 
would be setting a precedent to establish 
it in Macon, Chattanooga, Rome and other 
cities of smaller size.”

fhis charge has been standing against 
him since Patrolinan Randall swore out 
a Warrant against him for assault with in- 
tent to murder immediately after the ex- 
citing experie nee. Allen was kept in jail 
for some time, acting the part of a Iman 
crazed with insanity in the most pertect 
and skillful manner, and he was taken be- 
fore Judge Calhoun on a writ of lunacy aud 
committed to the asylum. 

Patrolman Raudail, who had come near 
being killed by a ball from Allen’s gun, did 
not like the action taken in the case and 
took Gare that the case for onda. was 
not dismissed. A notable improvement In 
Allen’s condition ensued iinmexdiately after 
he was placed behind the asylum walls, 
and it was but a short while until he ex- 
hibited signs of perfect sanity. 

He escaped about two months ago and 
Was recaptured at his home in this city 
after tive weeks of liberty. He was only 
returned to the asylum about four weeks 
ago. He has been exceedingly cali since 
his return and the physiciaus have pro- 
nounced him’ cured. 

Under the terms of his commitment to 
that institution Allen was to be turned 
over to the state authorities to be han- 
dled for the assault on Rendall when he 
was cured. ‘Lhe asylum officials have 
nitied their willingness to deliver Allep into 
the hands of the law. 

Yesterday his wife and father called on 
Patrolman Randall at his home and spent 
two hours with him pleading and entre aut- 
ing him to not prosecute Allen. The pa- 
trolman remembered his close eall at -the 
hands of the igfurated man and refused to 
agree to their request, but referred thent to 
Captain Thompson. 

They then laid seige to the capt: ain, re- 
maining around police headquarters for 
several hours. Mrs. Allen pleaded tear- 
fully for her husband and promised that 
he should never give the Atlatita police 
any further trouble. She promised that 
if the police would agree not to presccute 
him he would never come to Atlanta again, 
but would make-his home in Macon in the 
future, where he had a position offered him. 
Allen's father e ‘ndorse d the statements 
made by the young wife and assured Cap- 
tain Thompson that his son would never 
come to Atlanta again.

Until the full text of the new tariff Dill. 
made public by the Ways and means com- 
mittee yesterday, reaches Us, anything 
like an exhaustive criticism is im possible. 
But it. appears from the summary sent 
out that the bill, in the main, harmonizes 
With the party’s declarations concerning 
the reform of the tariff. It is true the 
bill does not abandon the idea of protec- 
tion, but it is eratifying that it makes a 
Bweeping reduction in the import duties 
levied under the McKinley | fF 
probably impossible to adjust the tariff 
at once entirely to a revenue basis; but 
the committee has made a good beginning 

, and if other congresses make similar re- 
ductions to those in the bill just reported, 
t will not be long before it may be truly 

id that our import duties are adjusted 
Strictly to a revenue basis. 

Very material reductions have 
made in the duties on manufactures of 
wood, metal, cotton and woolen goods. 
But it is not clear yet how much more. if 
any, these reductions are than the com- 
pensuwtory tax heretofore made m 
by the tax on raw materials, now to be 
transferred to the free list. It may be 
that the development of this feature of 
the bill will excite criticism as conferring 
too much protection to the manufacturer, 
now that he is to have free raw material.

The Dill is much more 
of a revenue tariff measure than either 
the Mills bill or the Morrison bill, and it 
differs entirely and radically in principle 
and in substance from tne present Me- 
Kinley law. However faultyit may be 
as 4 measure of complete relief, it will 
be accepted gladly by the people in 
preference to the existing statute—by all 
odds the worst of its kind in the 
course of tariff legislation. 

It will be found, however, that ihis bill 
will not affect the great trusts that are 
bleecing this country—such as the sugar 

“trust, for instance. We did hope that the 
tariff reform outlined by this bill would 
be so far-reaching that there would 
be a vestige of a trust left. This can

- On the Plethora of Money. 

The comments on the accumulation of 
funds in the vaults of the New York 
associated banks illustrates anew the 
truth of the old saying, “many men of 
many minds.” ‘The financial situation, 

_ as we gather from the testimony of those 

© who have the records before them. is 

> ‘without a parallel in our history. Never 
before has such a volume of money found 
fts way to the vaulis of the New York 
banks. Never before has such an amount 
of funds been withdrawn from the cur- 
rents of business and trade. No such ae- 
cumulation of idle money bas ever pe- 
fore been known in the history of the 
country. . 
Four months ago, the couniry was in 
the throes of a money famine unprece- 
dented in its character though not in its 
extent. 

The banks suddenly closed down on the 
funds they had in hand and refused to 
‘pay them out even to depositors, Amony 

_ themselves the banks dropped the use of 
money and currency in the setilementmof 
their daily balances, and employed in- 

=» stead a currency of their own known as 
' Clearing house certificates. More than 
- two hundred millions of these certificates 
| ‘were issued by the various banking asso- 
aa — clearing houses of the coun- 
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ed a vigorous movement. Such was the 
condition of affairs when the banks clos- 
ed their doors in the face of the business 
interests, contracted their loans, and abol- 
ished discounts. In New York, and per- 
haps in other financial centers, the banks 
did more than this. They not only re- 
fused to loan money, and declined to pay 
lt out on the cheeks of depositors, but, 
through the convenient medium of money 
brokers, they purchased all the currency 
that offered. So active were the efforts 
of their agents, that enrrency of all sorts 
—even silver dollars and silver notes— 
rose tO 4 premium. 

The business activities made a. great 
effort to outlive the famine. To them 
it Was a matter of life and death. They 
even went so far as to accent the dictum 
of the banks that the Sherman law, which 
had been in operation for two years and 
more, was responsible for this sudden 
money famine, and in nearly every com- 
munity there were to be found business 
men declaring that all that was neces- 
sary to relieve the financial pressure was 
fo unconditionally repeal the purechas- 
ing clause of the Sherman act, even if 
repeal did strike down silver as a money 
standard and leave our whole currency 
system to rest on gold. 

The country was plainly told by those 
who spoke for the banks and the money 
power that the people needed an object 
lesson so that they might be induced to 
support the views of those who advocated 
a “sound” currency: and the hoarding of 
money by the banks was declared to be 
a part of that object lesson. 

The country was told that after the re- 
peal of the Sherman law there would be 
i reaction. This advice was taken and 


we now have what the money power calls 
a “sound” currency. What is the result? 
What is the character of the reaction? 
The object lesson which the banks under- 
Look to give the people was in reality 
an attack on the business interests of the 
country, and we are now beginning to see 
the results,

The Passing of Powderly. 

‘The willingness of the general assembly 
of the Knights of Labor to accept the 
resignation of Grand Master Workman 
Powderly may surprise many people, but 
it was not entirely unexpected by some 
Who had closely studied the situation. 

hor fifteen vears Mr. Powderly 
was the head and front of the most pow- 
erful labor organization in the world. 
He did more than any other man to build 
it up, and his management of its affairs 
displayed ability, patrietism: and conser- 
Vatism. In the main, he was a wise coulr 
sellor, and he made few mistakes. Nat- 
urally he became a power in the 
world of organized labor, and his word 
Was practioly law among legions of 
wire workers. 

But the factional spirit rose and grew 
among the members of the order. Per- 
haps Powderly was too powerful. , Per- 
haps his prominence excited jealousy. 
An opposition was organized, and the 
great leader who believed that he was 
indispensable to the Knights now finds 
that his resignation was in reality de- 
Sirad by the majority. 

Whether“the knights will do as well 
Without Powderly as with him, remains 
As for the retiring grand 
master, we see no reason why he should 
not retain in a large degree his influence 
and usefulness, if he stieks to his conser- 
vVative and publie-spirited policy.

The Americus Times-Recorder, referr- 
ing te ihe presence in Washington of the 
president tamie Fiber Silk Man- 
ufaciuring Company, mentions the fact 
that ramie ean be easily grown in the 
south. This is a matter that The Constt- 
tution has frequently discussed, and it 
will never lose its interest. Ramie can 
be grown in all parts of the south, but 
it can be grown in Georgia under condi- 
tiens that do not seem to apply in other 
states. In Texas, for instance, tne ramie 
plantations have to be irrigated, but in 
Georgia, on almost any soil, it can be 
made to grow as rank as rag weed. It 
is perennial, and will continue to grow 
and produce heavy crops as long as any 
attention is paid It will continue 
to grow even after cultivation has ceased.

If they will deal prompily and vigorous- 
ly with the first féw cases of the disease 
they will save themselves a good deal 
of trouble. Ten or a dozen years ago 
Atlanta had two or three cases of small- 
pox. The authorities acted with military 
promptness. Under a compulsory vac- 
cination law every unvaccinated citizen 
had to submit to this preventive meas- 
ure. Then, when a case of the disease 
broke out in a eabin in a thickly settled 
quarter, we burned it to the ground with 
all the furniture in it. The threatened 
epidemic was speedily stamped out, and 
we have not had a touch of it since.

If a few old eabins 
are pest breeders, burn them. Prevention 
is better than cure, and every community 
has it in its power, by adopting timely 
sifeguards, to bar out or stamp out con- 
tuyious or infectious diseases, or at leas:

The Chatham county registration bill 
passed the house yesterday by a practically 
Unanimous vote, but it did not go through 
Without quite a liveiy fight.

CALLS IT AN EFFORT TO HARMONIZE 


Some Light on the Rather Complicated 
Situation in Ralroad Circles—The 
Nacoochee Gets in All Hight. 


Receiver H. M. Comer’s presence in the 
city has stirred up the talk in ralroad 
circles about the proposed appointment of 
Major Shellman to the presidency of the 
Western of Alabama and the genera! 
managership, eventually, of the Atlanta 
and West Point. Mr. Comer is in the city 
on two errands. He is here, primarily, to 
gy» before the railroad committee of the 
legislature, by invitation of the committee, 
tv be heard on a bill that is now before 

And, while in the city, he will take in 
the meeting today of the various railroad 
representatives, and wil take a band in 
the discussion of the free delivery for At- 
lanta. He has declared against it, and 
says that it would mean thousands of dol- 
lars loss to. the railroads. 

He was unwilling to have himself quoted 
on the new issue which he has created in 
regurd to the change in the Western of 
Alabama. According to the best authority, 
it seems that the Central and Georgia rail- 
roads together own aH the stock of the 
Western of Alabama. When the road was 
bought, it was then generally un- 
derstood that all its business destined for 
the east should go to these two roads. This 
road had connection alike to Charleston and 
Savannah. It was apparently operated as 
an ally, jointly with the Central railroud 
and the Georgia road, these last lines to 
be preferred connections on everything 
coming and going east. After the building 
of the Atlanta and Charlotte Air-Line, it 
also operated in connection with it. 

Subsequently, the Atlanta and - West 
Point was put under the same manazge- 
ment, and was made a part of trunk 
line between New Orleans and the north. 
This, however, would not work to prevent 
the freight business to and from the south 
Atlantic ports from being divided between 
the Central and the Georgia roads. The 
claims of the receiver are to the effect that 
busivess Was not thrown into the proper 
aud legitimate channels, and that the Cen 
tral and Georgia were far from receiving 
what Was their just due in the matter of 
freight, other rouds, notably the Eas; ‘Ten- 
nessce, Virginia and Georgia, getting more 
than their share, 

In the future, going on the presumption 
that if, Major Shelliman’s provisioual ap- 
pointment is ratified at the meeting of Jan- 
uary Oth, care will be taken that the matl- 
ter is mended to the satisfaction of all con- 
cerned. Receiver Comer clanns to be at- 
tempting to harmonize all interests and to 
bring the roads under his control where 
they will pay. It is hardly fair to say that 
the roads interested, the Louisville and 
Nashville and the Central, would do any- 
thing to injure their own interests, aud 
all are interested . The Central, the Louis 
ville and Nashville, the Georgia ruad, the 
Western of Alabuma. and the Atlanta and 
West Point are all together in this. 

Accoruing to Mr. Comer, when every- 
thing us piaced in harmwuy once more, Wilh 
Major Saeilman in comtrol at a saving of 
$4,000 per year, there will be several bun- 
dred thousand doliars a year saved to the 
several roads and the Atianta and West 
’oint dividends need net be pail out of 
the surplus and the Georgia roud stock will 
go higher than 130,

‘The Nacoochee was damaged in a col- 
lision with a British boat. ‘The telegram 
stated that her stem was twisted a little 
and that eight plates on the side had been 
cracked . Tomporary repairs Ze iypracti- 
cable and the boat will be in doek at least 
two weeks. Mr. Comer has. not decided 
whether he will charter another steamer 
to take the place of the disabled boat or 
simply put the others on a faster schedule.

THE INDUSTRIALS LEAD THE BREAK 


Followed Closely by Northwest and C. B. 
& Q.—Cotton Sympathized and Breaks 
6 to 7 Points—W heat Holds Its Own. 


NEW YORK, November 27.—The specu'ation 
on the stock exchange today was remarkable 
by reason of the strength manifested by the 
raliroad list in the face ofa very serious vul- 
turning of the vaiues of the industrials. It 
was expected the provisions of the new tariff 
Mit would be made public\today and conse- 
quent.y the street was prepared for an active 
epeculat.on. The brokers were early at thel? 
offices; consulta fons With customers had 
been he.d to the end that orders should be ex- 
piictt in view of the mmpending movement. 
The first unfavoralyie news that came was of 
the reduction of 50 per cent in the sugar tar- 
iff and the lowering of the bounty to diminish 

moducers. FL was followed by a wild rush to 
sell the shares of the Amprican Sugar Ketiuing 
company. Blocks of the stock were thrown 
upon the market at the constantly declining 
prices, and with no appreciable raliy until a 
heavy bretk had been made shortly before 2 
o'clock, at which time 100,000 shares of ‘the 
stock had been disposed of. A slight buying 
tnovenent was developed at the ‘ower figures 
which resulted in a recovery of 3-4 per cent, 
1-4 per cent of which was gubsequently losi, 
making the decline on the day 6 3-4 per cent. 
In the railroad list, there was a fractional de- 
cline at the opening, but despite the.siaughter 
of Sugar and Distilling and the generally un- 
seitied feeling in the industrial group, there 
was no break in the railways.

THE SUPREME COURT. 


Decisions Rendered Monday, November 
27, 1893. 


REPORTED FOR THE CONSTITUTION 
a TE 


By Peeples and Stevens, Reporters for 
the Supreme Court o: the 
State of Georgia. 


Forrester v. Georgia Ra.Jroad and Banlung 
Gompany. Before Judge Eve. City court of 
Richmond couuty, 

1, A receipt by a railroad company In these 
words: “Bill of lading fur. vegetabies, fruits 
and melons. Issued by the Savaunah, fiorida 
and Western, Pelham, Ga., July 1, 1Svl.  Re- 
celved of J. Kh. Forrester, iu apparent good or- 
der (nward condition and value of conteits 
unknown), One car said to contall mieiobln, 
marked and described as follows: ‘kutch « 
Co., Augusta, Ga,, S. A. M., S151, via Cor- 
dele, articies meions,"’ is a rece.pt for a 
consignment of melons as in good orde™; una 
where the car containing the same was de- 
divered to another ratiroad compaly whose 
Ene formed one of several connecting rail 
roads between the point of shipment and the 
pa.nt of destination, the presumptiol, in the 
absence of proof to the contrary. is that this 
company alsu received the melons “as it good 
order,”” and unless the presumption is re- 
pelied by evidence, the carrier is liable ac- 
cordingly. 

2. The evidence showing that a particular 
freigut car, bearing a specific number, and 
laden with meions, was shipped from Pelham, 
a point on the line of the Savannah, Florida 
and Western railway, and cons.gned to Au- 
eusta; that this .dentical car was afterwards 
in the possession of the defendant company at 
Augusta, and that said company sent to the 
consignee a bill for freight, the fact that the 
defeudait'’s railrowl was one of a line of con- 
necting .ra.jroads between Veiliam., abd <Au- 
Kusta was sutficiently established. 

3. The presumpt.on: being that the melous 
were delivered to the defendant in good order, 
the burden of proof was on it to show, either 
that when the owiginal company received the 
melons they were in w damaged cond tion, or 
that they had become so after slipment with- 
wut fault on the part of any of the carriers. 
‘Thos is true, althouge the melons were freight 
of a perisbable nature, and would, by mere 
lapse of time, become worthless from natural 
inherent causes. Notwithstanding this fact, 
it wus, in view of the plaintiff's evidence tend- 
ing to show that the t.me consumed In trans- 
portation was apparentiy longer than neces- 
sary, incumbent upon the defendant to prove 
that, in fact, there Was bo Ubhecessary of 
negligent delay by any of the carricrs which 
caused or contributed to the damaged couditiou 
of the fruit. n 

4. The court erred ia granting @ bonmsuil.

Ll. Where a broad scheme of manufacturing 
by the use of water power eimbraces the duty 
on the part of the owner of ‘he water to fur- 
nish an adequate and continuous supp.y to

@ewner to anticipate and provide against ex- 
traordinary floods ig due to its patrons except 
such as is consistent with a right performance 
of the main, constant and regular duties above 
referred to. If, in the present case, the re- 
moval of the structure at the head of the race 
WAS Recessary or reasonably proper as a 
means of furnishing at ordinary stages 
Water a continuous and adequate supp.y 
the establishments located a.oug the race, the 
removal of the structure was not wrongful 4s 
against thé piaintiff and he could not recover. 
Bui if the removal was not necessary or rea- 
seonably proper for this’ purpose, and if the de. 
feudant in the exercise of ordinary diligence 
could and should have foreseen that it would 
expose the piaintiff’s estab.ishment to damage 
by any freshet not higher than some which 
were known to have previously occurred in the 
history of the s6ume general manufacturing 
enterprise, then the removal would be wrong- 
ful, and the plaintiff, if injured thereby, might 
recover. 

3. The court erred in charging the jury thus: 
‘If, however, the gates were not orig.nally put 
there for the purpose ciaimed in plainti:dl’s suii, 
but were afterwards used by the city for that 
purpose and so known to plaintiff, and defend- 
ant knew plaintiff re‘ied upon the gates for the 
protection of his property and they were_reai- 
ly necessary to protect his property, and the 
removal of the same wais the direct or proxi- 
mate cause of the damages claimed, then the 
city would be liable for such damages as have 
been shown to flow from said causes.”’
